"Methuen's force man-bed here, hav- 


ing cleared the country through \Vol- 
maranstad. At Haartbeestfouteiu 1,400 
Boers, nnder Generals l»e Villiers and 
Lienbenberg, opposed him. They held 
a strong position obstinately, bnt were 
tnrned out after severe fighting, in 
•which the yeomanry, the Victorian 
bushmen and the Lancashire* distin- 
guished themselves. Our casualties 
were 3 officers and 13 men killed and 
5 officers and 25 men wounded. The 
Boers left IS dead on the ground and 
suffered severely." 


Dispatches to The Daily Mail report 


a Johannesburg rumor that Command- 
ant General Botha is suing for peace. 
Lord Kitchener, it appears, has issued 
Instructions that no goods of any de- 
scription are to go forward by the 
Delagoa Bay line jmtn further notice, 
with the exception of urgent military 
and hospital supplies. This order is 
supposed to indicate a big move east- 
ward.

I i-ollisions in the history of the Amboy 
j division of the Pennsylvania railroad 
i occurred at about o:30 o'clock last 
evening at Itusling's Siding, near Bor- 
dentowu and about eight miles south of 
Trenton. The Nellie Bly express from 


York for Atlantic- City t-ame into 


with passenger train Xo. 330, 


running from Camden to Trenton. 


The Nellie Bly was running in threfe 


sections, and \t was the third section 
with which Xo. 330 collided. The local 
train had taken the siding to permit 
the express to pass, and it is believed 
that through some misunderstanding 
or mistake the local came out on the 
main tract after the second section bad 
passed, mistaking it for the third sec- 
tion. 


The scene at the wreck is described 


by those who were present as horrify- 
ing. The two trains came into collision 
at full speed, and both engines were 
completely demolished. The forward 
car of each train, in both instances a 
combination baggage and smoker, was 
entirely demolished also, and to add to 
the horror the wreckage took fire. 


The latest information shows that 


there were nine persons killed outright, 
besides Frank Boland, who is expected 
to die from his injuries. Eight bodies 
have been brought to Trenton, and at 
least one other is known to be under 
the debris. 


The dead who have been identified 


are: 


Walter Earl, engineer of the ex- 


press train; James Birmingham, bag- 
gage master of the local train; Frank 
Hill of Whitehall, a railroad employee, 
who was a passenger on the local 
train: John Gates of Trenton, a pas- 
senger on the local train, and four Ital- 
"ans whose names have not been learn- 
ed. Birmingham's charred body was 
raken from the wreck late last night 
ind brought to the Trenton morgue, 
where all the bodies now are. 


Thirteen of the 18 injured brought 


here are Italians. The other five were 
oassengers on the local train and are 
not thought to be seriously hurt. 


Fnssecffcrs' Story. 


The story as told by the passengers 
* as follows: 
The Nellie Bly express was made 
ip of a day coach containing as far as 
s known about 24 Italians who were 
•n route to Atlantic City to do con- 
••truction work, a baggage car, day 
oach. combination car and two more 
ay coaches. The car with the Italians 
-as directly behind the engine. The 
•xpress had made frequent stops on 
he run down from JSTew York and was 
lowing up just north of Bordentown 
vlien the accident occurred. At this 
)oint there is a curve. The first thing 
he passengers knew was a sudden jolt- 
ng of the train caused probably by 
he engineer putting on the brakes and 
he next moment a terrible crash. Both 
•iifrines were reduced to a mass of 
>roken and twisted iron. 
The car containing the Italians was 
•rushed to splinters, and all its occu- 
•ants were buried under the mass of 
wreckage. The second car piled up on 
he first car, and the third car crashed 
uto the mass and tumbled into the dry 
anal alongside the railroad. The lat- 
er coach was filled with passengers 
'rom New York, and all went down 
,vith the car. Every one, however, got 
nit or was chopped free from this car, 
;ome of the passengers being quite se- 
verely injured. The survivors said if 
:he canal had been tilled with water 
naiiy would have been drowned before 
hey could have escaped from their 
irison. The remaining three cars' did 
not turn over.

Bakeries Tbat Produce Nothing Else and 


Sell to Wholesalers Only. 


Doughaute, as every housewife knows, 


are raised with yeast, and crullers are not. 
For doughnuts a sponge is made in a 
doughnut and cruller bakery at 9 a. m. 
The time required for the sponge to rise 
depends somewhat on the season and the 
temperature. It is made to rise at a uni- 
form timo by keeping it where it is wnrin 
in v inter and by the use of cold water 
and cold milk in summer. More flour and 
che spices and other ingredients are mixed 
in at 1 o'clock, and the dough is then left 
to stand until 4 p. m , when it is rolled 
out and cut up into pieces that will be 
doughnuts when cooked. Thus cut out 
they are laid along in boxes or trays and 
raised again for an hour or an hour and a 
half, and then they are cooked. 


The doughnuts aro liiulou wire holders, 


which arc submerged in boiling fat or oil. 
When done, they are lifted out and drained 
aud are. then ready for sale. Doughnuts 
are made of different shapes, and thore are 
some variations made on doughnut stock. 
There aro, for instance, doughnuts made 
with an oponing iu them which is fillet 
with jelly, anil there arc variations on thp 
cruller—as, for example, ono made with 
an icing or frosting—these several varuv 
tious having each a nsme of its o\vn. 


When the various ingredients ot which 


crullers are made havu been mado into 
dough, tho dough is rolled out, and th 
crullers are-cut from the bheots. They ar 
picked up separately and the croiasbar 
deftly twisted iu and out, facilitating the 
perfect cooking and giving the cruller its 
old time familiar form and appeaiance. 
Crullers are cooked iu tho same way as 
doughnuts. 


Doughnuts and crullers are made in 


niauy bakeries that make bread and cake 
and other things for their own retail trade. 
There aro at least four bakeries in tho 
I'ity that make nothing but doughnuts 
and crullers, selling to bakeries and res- 
taurants at wholesale only.—New York 
Sun. 


How Sicinkicwicz Writes. 


Sienkiewicz's method of making a book

From tho "seething and 
fermenting" in his head changes axo sug- 
gested to the author, and ho makes them. 
He has no secretory, amaTiuensls, copyist 
or assistant.—Jeremiah Curtm in Cen- 
tury.

The brokers often have a list 
f customers to whom they regularly 
show their wares. It is possible to build 
up a regular business in this way. The 
jroker comes to have a regular under- 
standing with, the crews of many vessels 
and in turn to supply a regular set ol 
customeis. 


The profits of the wild animal trade en- 


able seveial of the largest dealers to keep 
ngents in tbe principal wild animal mar- 
kets of the world to secure them stock. 
One film? has several times equipped ex- 
peditions to search the jungles of India 
and capture elephants, lions and tigers.

Once collected, shipments are made

"Sentinels pacing in the 
snow on the outposts took off their caps 
and etood in them to save their feet from i 
freezing," ho writes, "Hero and there 
could be found even officers in a soit of 
dressing gown made of old woolen bed- 
covors. The stout hearted women of New 
Jorhey sent their quilted clothes «a Christ- 
mas presents, with the patriotic jest that 
as women wore naid sometimes to wear 
the trousers, so aow there would ho an ex- 
onso for men who might wear the petti- 
coats. 


"Washington, who never exaggerated,

'his inusio was made by a competent mnn 
as that time conccctad with a largo mu-sio 
hnporfeJDg house in New York and in 
deed in the several additions subsequently 
made the selection has boon made by men 
of musical education and possessing a 
wide acquaintance with the works of the 
most noted composers and therefore better 
Qtted for tho requirotnents of tho onso 
than a librarian moro closely acquainted 
with books than with imisio. The collec- 
tion is largely for single piano (two hands) 
this being most in requost, but there is 
much that is arranged under other head- 
ings, such as"Piano Duets" (four hands), 
"Two Pianos" (eight hands), "Violin and 
Piano," "Vocal Musio," "Songs," "Ora- 
torios," "Operas" and the like.

Tho collection nownum 
bers 3,000 volumes, inclusive of works on 
tho theory and practice of music and mu 
sical biographies. The annual circulation 
from this class is about 0,000 volumes. 
Two or throe special bulletins have been 
issued devoted to music alono. The more 
recent additions are given vmdor a sepa- 
rate heading in tho book bulletins occasion- 
ally published. But for usu at the library 
tho collection"is Riven in ono complete list 
under the usual headings in a Rudolph 
indeser book, instead of with the book 
additions in the card catalogue. 


On the whole, tho musical department 


has been very much appreciated and has 
proved a satisfactory investment. Its use 
shows that there aro among the members j 
many who study music and who recog- 
nize the advantage of a largo collection 
from which to make selections for homo 
practioo.—Brooklyn Eagle.

MARKET HABIT IN HAVANA. 


the Me- 
Qne*r Tbimr* One Bny» In 


tropollB of Cuba. 


The Hava.na market is crowded at day- 


break by Spanish, French, Chinese and 
colored ccoks of both sexes. Some chefs, 
who affect the dignity of a coat, are ac- 
companied by their apprentices or scul- 
ions, who carry baskets. Marketing is 
always done by cooks iu Havana, because 
employers are awaro that they can drive 
a better bargain, even taking into account 
the perquisites allowed them by trades • 
people. 


Fish caught in Cuban waters are espe- 


cially nice, and the pargo, a species of red 
snapper, Is very toothsome, as is the 
chcrna, which tastes like salwon. 
No 


Havana cook will buy fish unless they arts 
alive, and the fish market, with hip tanks 
full of fresh fish, with white marble slabs 
and scales, is very picturesque. Tho other 
sea food is also excellent, although tho 
shrimps, lobsters and mussels are somo- 
what small. The oysters grow on the sub- 
merged branches of shruba and trees on 
tho coast. These branches are broken off 
and sold in the market, but the Cuban 
oysters are small and Inferior to the 
American. 
Terrapin and turtles are very 


fine, and tortoises have handsome shells, 
which bring a good price in the market. 
Sea crabs and land crabs are also good 
The latter grow to a large size, and their 
bodies stand high from the ground on 
their enormous claws. Land crabs bur- 
row in boles, and their locomotion is 
clumsy, sounding like that of a drunken 
man. Cooks feed these crabs on oornmeal 
for several days before they cook them, 
as this makes them more palatable. 


A favorite way of fattening poultry in 


Cuba is to put them in barrels and stuff 
them with walnuts and cornmeal for sev- 
eral days before they are killed. Just be- 
fore Christinas turkeys are driven through 
tho streets in droves o£ from 40 to 100, 
from door to door, for people to make their 
own selection. 


Beef is hilled the day before it is used, 


for it cannot be kept fresh longer than ono 
day on account of tho excessive heat. 


When tho cook returns from tho marhot, 


his presence is made known to tho house- 
hold by squawking ducks, cackling hens 
or squealing pigs, for all isuch live stock 
is brought from the market, and it 
expostulates angrily on being carried 
around in such close quarters. And pi- 
geon's end doves, with soft eyes, uttpr n 
cooing, plaintive note, as though with a 
sad foreboding of ths tragic fate in store 
for them.—Chicago later Ocean.
